Flnke's company su f­ 
fered some casu alties, bu t disorgan­ 
ized the enemy's defenses and made 
the job of taking the ridge easier. 
The command post was in a road 
cu lvert where Mathews and Hor­ 
ner kept in tou ch with their com­ 
panies by radio and telephone. 
Lieu t. Melvin Groves of Lawrence, 
Kan., joined the grou p, gru nting 
as he sat down. 
‘‘What’s the matter?" someone 
asked. 
Wou nded Are Sho t At 
“Hell, 1 went throu gh all that 
shooting this morning and then 
sprained my back in a fall,” Groves 
said. 
"How are things gqlng?" 
“The dirty bastards wont let me 
get ou r wou nded 
off 
the field," 
Groves said. “If you go ou t after 
the wou nded they shpot At you . If 
a wou nded man wiggles they shoot 
hUn again.” 
Up the hill came a p» ck train of 
mu les carrying ammu nition, food 
and water. The army requ isitioned 
the

transports 
from 
Sicilian farmers to carry su pplies 
u p ridges where jeeps are u nable 
to travel. 
"These are smart mu les," Groves 
said. "On that last ridge we were 
bringing 
u p mortar ammu nition 
when a mortar shell bu rst neirby. 
One of the mu les fell down. We 
thou ght he was killed, bu t pretty 
soon we went back and fou nd him 
grazing on the hillside. That mu le 
Ju st natu rally took cover whenever 
there was a shell blast near him.” 
We ate a cold su pper from cans, 
listened to the booming of ou r artil­ 
lery far behind, and the ghostly 
sou nds of shells passing overhead 
toward the enemy lines. There is a 
thin sliver of moon. 
At first light Horner moved the 
past forward. From the crest of the 
ridge we cou ld see the enemy In a 
vineyard and wheatfleld on the 
ridge in front of u s. 
Calls For Mo rta r Expert 
"Oh. oh!" We’re letting ’em have 
it," Horner cried. 
Tracer bu llets from machlnegu n- 
ners below u s raked the enemy po­ 
sitions. Figu res dashed ou t of hid­ 
ing and ran over behind the ridge. 
"Get McCarthy u p here," Horner 
said. “He's the best damned mor­ 
tar man in this man’s army. He'll 
get 'em off there." 
He was referring to Second Lieu t. 
John E. McCarthy of New York 
City. 
“With six mortars," Homer said, 
"that gu y cai\ get sixty shots in 
the air before the first shell lands.
